Praise and thanksgiving to our Civil Authorities 
and citizens who by their good will and interest have 
unobstrusively contributed to the growth and de- 
velopment of this, their institution for the welfare 
of all who enter its portals. 


Praise and thanksgiving to all, from the first to 
the last, who have contributed to the care and wel- 
fare of our patients in the various departments of 
our hospital for the Glory of God and for the love 
of their fellowmen. 
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Joy and thanksgiving in the hearts of all the Sisters 
who are now, or ever have been, in any way connected 
with St. Anthony Hospital. They praise and thank 
God, not so much for the material blessings and 
possessions, but for the hardships and sacrifices they 
were permitted to endure; for the endless oppor- 
tunities to share with the citizens of Terre Haute 
those spiritual blessings and values which are so 
much a part of the Sisters’ life. 


Joy, thanksgiving and exaltation fills every member 
of the congregation of the Poor Sisters of St. Francis 
of Perpetual Adoration, and in their hymns and 
prayers they rejoice in having been able these 75 
years to serve the community of Terre Haute in a 
manner pleasing to God and beneficial to mankind. 
They are deeply grateful to God Who has sustained 
them through trials and difficulties; grateful for the 
many wonderful friends, voluntary helpers, and bene- 
factors God has sent them through the years. 


But, however grateful for gifts and assistance they 
may be, they find still greater satisfaction in the 
spiritual goodness reflected in the souls of their bene- 
factors, a goodness which gives glory to God, and 
brings down to earth grace, holiness and supernatural 
merit.

place to care for their growing 
numbers of clients except by 
taking them to the jail or the 
County poor house. Many sick 
and old people were left to die 
for want of care and cleanliness, 
and the good doctors on their sad 
rounds would often ask them- 
selves, “Will we ever have a hos- 
pital.” 

At this time a young surgeon, 
Dr. L. J. Willien, pioneer in ab- 
dominal surgery in the Wabash 
Valley, found himself in great 
need for competent nurses and 
for a proper place to take care 
of his surgical patients. After 
negotiating with several Religi- 
ous Orders, he secured two Fran- 
ciscan Sisters from the still very 
young community who had fled 
from the terrible Kultur Kampf 
in Germany and located in La- 
fayette, Indiana in December, 
1875. But what could these good 
Sisters do without a home or 
shelter and funds?

Unsolicited, Mrs. Hulman 
filled the needs, and soon other 
friends came to the hospital’s 
assistance. In less than one year 
it was realized that the hospital 
was too small. 

The Sisters also did home 
nursing when called upon, and 
so they were able to offer their 
services to their great benefac- 
tress, Mrs. Hulman, during her 
last illness. In return for the 
Sisters nursing service, Mrs. Hul- 
man intended to repay them by 
providing an addition to the hos- 
pital which had to refuse patients 
for want of room.

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building, surrounded by spacious grounds located оп 
6th and Farrington Street, was quietly purchased by 
Mr. H. Hulman on the 12th of May, 1883 and pre- 
sented to the Poor Sisters of St. Francis as a tribute to 
the memory of his wife, and in gratitude for the Sis- 
ters’ loving care of her. The building, after extensive 
remodeling, opened its doors as Terre Haute's pre- 
sent St. Anthony Hospital іп January, 1884, under 
the title “Hulman Memorial." 


Much had been accomplished — much more need- 
ed to be done. Terre Наше: citizens were beginning 
to feel the blessings of the Sisters’ services. When 
the needs of the Sisters became known, the daily 
newspapers took up the matter of contributions for 
the costs of expansion and remodeling and advocated 
the contribution list as “Roll of Honor.” The esti- 
mated need of $20,000 was obtained by voluntary 
contributions. 


Terre Haute now had a fine hospital, consisting of 
24 private rooms and 27 ward beds. According to the 
wishes of the founder, and true to the spirit and 
policy of the Sisters’ community who conduct the 
hospital, patients are admitted regardless of creed, 
color, or race, and no patient is ever turned down 
because of inability to pay. In a bulletin published 
about 1921 we read the following interesting state- 
ments: 


“St. Anthony Hospital started with fifty-seven 
charity beds and that number has been con- 
sistently maintained ever since. 


"Of approximately twentytwo hundred pa- 
tients admitted annually, between eight hundred 
and nine hundred of them are occupants of these 
charity beds. 


"The maintenance and care of these patients is 
one of the primary functions of St. Anthony Hos- 
pital, not only because it was the wish of the 
founder, that this should be the case, but also 
because it is the policy of those in charge of the 
institution. The hospital receives a relatively 
small income for the maintenance of charity 
beds, the expense involved generally being borne 
by the revenues from other income and һу the 
unselfish efforts of the doctors who compose the 


staff.

Again and again the need for expansion and re- 
modeling was felt and at various times extensions 
and additions were constructed. The central part 
and main entrance (until 1952) was erected in 1901, 
the north wing in 1908, the corresponding south wing 
in 1922, an addition to the laundry in 1910 and the 
chapel in 1913. By 1921 the hospital had 175 beds. 
The original staff of two Sisters had grown to 28 
Sisters assisted by 22 student nurses from the training 
school which had been established in 1918. The an- 
nual admissions had reached the 2500 mark. From 
small and modest beginnings, the hospital had ex- 
panded and its activities had been broadened until 
they embraced all those functions expected of a Class 
A hospital. 


Our Chapel, serene and simple in architecture and 
adornment, invites to worship and quiet meditation. 
It was built and consecrated in 1914. As a Marian 
project in 1954, it was redecorated in soft sky blue 
and gold. From the sanctuary dome, painted in old- 
rose and gold, adoring angels look down upon the 
altar. 


The Right Rev. Joseph Chartrand, D.D., Coadjutor 


Bishop of Indianapolis, Indiana, consecrated the 
Chapel and the three Altars, on August 17th, 1914. 


The Chapel is dedicated to the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus. Main Altar, in honor of St. Francis and St. 
Anthony, with Relics of St. Philip and St. Thomas, 
A postles. 


The Blessed Virgin's Altar, in honor of the Blessed 
Virgin and St. Augustine, with Relics of St. Philip 
and St. Simon, Apostles. 


St. Joseph's Altar, in honor of St. Joseph and St. 
Elizabeth of Hungary, with Relics of St. Philip and 
St. Simon, Apostles. 


A word of tribute should be paid in these pages 
to St. Anthony Sewing Guild. As early as 1888, under 
the leadership of Rev. V. A. Schnell, Pastor of St. 
Patrick's Church, a group of charitable ladies handed 
together to form what was then called *St. Anthony 
Hospital Union," with Mrs. Anna Richardson as first 


President. Their examplary zeal and untiring charity 
have ever since been a pillar of strength to the Sisters, 
and a source of great comfort to the patients. Іп 
time the St. Anthony Hospital Union became known 
as St. Anthony Sewing Guild. Although the name 
has changed and the numbers have grown to nearly 
100, the same love and loyalty, ambition and charity 
for St. Anthony are still the driving forces in the 
organization. More recently a group of younger 
ladies mainly doctors’ wives known as the Junior 
Guild have added tremendously to the Good Life of 
our patients by operating a Circulating Gift Cart and 
Library. It would fill pages to tell of all the won- 
derful things these iadies have done, through the 
mentioning the Gift Shop and its manifold activi- 
Haute. Nor would this story be complete without 
mentioiniing the Gift Shop and its manifold activi- 
ties. The credit for its huge success goes wholeheart- 
edly to the ladies of the Sewing Guild whose project 
it 1s. 


One life-long member, Mrs. Ànna Pritchett, now in 
her nineties, used to come to meetings with her 
mother, Mrs. Emma Brimfil, when still a little girl. 
During her more than 70 years of membership she 
has missed only two meetings. She is one of many, 
and only God knows how to reward such loving 
devotion. 


Many other voluntary workers have contributed to 
the growth and success of St. Anthony Hospital, too 
numerous to mention. À word of deepest apprecia- 
tion goes to the members of the Local Red Cross, 
Volunteer Nurses Aides and Grey Ladies, whose 
friendly and efficient services have become indis- 
pensible. Many patients would not think their day 
well-spent without a friendly smile from one of those 
kind messengers and our admission lobby would be 
unthinkable without the Grey Lady at her informa- 
tion desk. А sincere “God Bless You" to each and 
everyone of our Voluntary Helpers. 


Other than the remodeling of a part of the original 
St. Agnes Academy into a residence for the increas- 
ing number of student nurses, there were no major 
changes or additions until 1952. On March lith of 


that year ground was broken for the erection of the 
latest addition to St. Anthony Hospital. 


Тһе story of this addition, made possible by govern- 
ment assistance through the Hill-Burton Bill, at- 
tracted state and nation-wide attention and recogni- 
tion as a unique community project in which the 
citizens of Terre Haute and surrounding area co- 
operated in securing matching funds for the ex- 
pansion of both local hospitals. The dedication cere- 
mony on April 19, 1953 brought to the people of this 
area and to the administrative staffs of both hospitals 
the highest praises from local, state and national 
government officials for their fine community spirit 
and civic responsibility. 


The East wing of this new addition, extending 
from former front entrance to 6th Street, provides а 
spacious lobby, admission and business offices, medi- 
cal records department, medical library, Doctors’ 
lounge and locker room and Gift Shop, all located 
on the ground floor. 


The friendly atmosphere of the lobby conveys a 
feeling of welcome and comfort to all who enter. 


The first floor of this wing accommodates 30 patients 
in 15 semi-private rooms. Utility units in each room 
facilitate nursing services and save many steps. The 
rooms are cheerful, airy, and pleasantly furnished. 
Each room bears the name of a friend or henefactor 
who provided the furnishings. 


"Ultra-modern" is the frequent exclamation of 
visitors to the new surgery department, which stretch- 
es, windowless, to the north in front of the older 
wing. It is completely airconditioned, and so ar- 
ranged that none except those connected with surgery 
have free access to it. The omission of windows makes 
it dustproof and quiet. There are 6 major and 4 minor 
surgery rooms, two adjoining urology rooms with 
piped-in sterile distilled water and complete X-ray 
and developing facilities. А Post Anesthesia room is 
centrally located for easy access. It accommodates 
5 adults and 3 children, has piped-in oxygen and 
suction units for each bed, and is complete with every 
item and emergency equipment for efficient care of

anesthetized patients. The Post Anesthesia Depart- 
ment is ably managed by Miss Elsie Carlson, R.N., 
who, together with Sister M. Dolorita, planned its 
lay-out and equipment. Student nurses are assigned 
to this “intensive care unit” for a period of two weeks. 
The value of this unit to both patients and personnel 
is best expressed in the phrase often heard among 
nursing personnel, “What would we ever do with- 
out the Р.А, Room?” Surgery has a conference and 
teaching room and space for the Pathologist for the 
preparation of frozen sections. 


Connected with Surgery by a common work and 
sterilizing unit, but in the old wing, we find the 
greatly enlarged Central Supply Room where sturdy 
stainless steel shelves and cabinets hold in readiness 
every conceivable item needed by Doctors and nurses 
in the treatment of sundry ailments. Ап electric 
dumbwaiter saves many unnecessary steps between 
departments. 


Conveniently located and directly opposite C.S.R. 
and Surgery is the Emergency suite which now has 
two spacious rooms adjoined by a nurse's station. 
There is a large waiting room and an admission room 
where a friendly receptionist makes patient and 
anxious family feel at ease. Here, police officers may 
conduct their interviews undisturbed and have a 
direct communication line with their station. 


Both new wings have a sub-basement containing 
large storage rooms, machinery and cooling systems, 
incinerator and. Intercom. equipment. 


As new storage room became available the old 
storeroom area was converted into well-organized 
maintenance shops where efficient апа well-trained 
employees plan and work together to keep St. An- 
thony, the old and the new, in constant good repair 
and good housekeeping. 


Many modern and sanitary facilities and con- 
veniences have been added to the maintenance de- 


partment, e.g., electric garbage disposal, modern ісе 
flackers, automatic ash conveyor and at the present 
time another expensive item is being installed, name- 
ly, a fly-ash trap in the tall smokestack. 


To keep in step with improvements made possible 
by modern science, enlargement and complete re- 
modeling of the Clinical Laboratory and X-ray De- 
partments was undertaken. As the 4th floor north 
wing was vacated by surgery, a literal roof-raising was 
begun, the old dormers were removed, with archi- 
tectural ingenuity the entire wing was again made 
useful and safe, and is now the pride and joy of the 
Clinical Laboratory crew. 


The entire south wing, 4th floor is now occupied 
by the ever expanding X-ray Department. Starting 
out long ago with one room in the basement, it now 
has a suite of beautiful rooms, including separate 
offices, viewing room, waiting room and class room. 
Its equipment is first class and up-to-date, including 
five stationary and one portable unit, one deep 
therapy unit and in addition has available 200 mg. 
of radium for treatment purposes. 


Both, the X-ray and Laboratory Departments con- 
duct approved schools for the training of technicians 
under the able direction of their respective chiefs. 


The Pharmacy also was relocated and more than 
tripled in floor space. Dumbwaiter service is its special 
feature. 


And yet, as pointed out by the present Administra- 
tor, Sister M. Ludolpha, all the mechanical and tech- 
nical devices and improvements would profit the 
patients little or nothing without the carefully se- 
lected staffs of well-trained physicians, nurses and 
other personnel who devote their lives to the service 
of patients and the community. Hospitals are in full 
operation 24 hours every day, year after year. Hos- 
pital bills are frequently but incorrectly compared to 
hotel bills. Whereas hotels can easily operate with 


one employee per guest, this hospital employs 2 to 
214 persons per patient. Many such drastic differ- 
ences could be quoted. 


The 1952 joint drive for building funds had fallen 
far short of its goal, and only one 30 bed floor could 
be added at that time, yet the thrift and ingenuity 
of the administrative staff, supported by the confi- 
dence and generosity of friends and benefactors made 
all the above described improvements possible, add- 
ing tremendously to managerial efficiency in all de- 
partments. 


Terre Haute's increasing population soon began to 
overerowd St. Anthony Hospital again and as more 
and more patients had to be placed in open hallways 
or else refused admission the cry for additional ac- 
commodations began to exert pressure on the ad- 
ministration, but lack of funds was ап irresistable 
obstacle. The original plans in 1952 called for four 
patient floors, only one of which could be realized 
at that time. But, according to an old German pro- 
verb, “Where need is greatest God's help is nearest.” 
Totally unexpected financial help came, when on 
December 11, 1955 the Ford Foundation granted St. 
Anthony Hospital the sum of $106,000 for the specifie 
purpose of adding hospital facilities. 


"Te Deum laudamus" joyfully shouted the Sisters 
after they had recovered from the first shock of in- 
credulity. Now it was hard to say who should be 
happiest over this unprecedented royal gift, the doc- 
tors, the patients, or the hospital family? 


Тһе undaunted courage of the Sister Administrator 
and the loyal cooperation of advisors and friends 
made short process of the guessing and within less 
than 12 months the second floor was a reality, add- 
ing another thirty beds, thus bringing the total 
capacity to 275 including basinettes. 


And so, from its very humble beginnings when in 
1882 the valiant little Sisters of St. Francis took 
charge of the first shelter for the sick and poor, St. 
Anthony hospital has grown and prospered under 
God's visible care and to the everlasting glory of 


His Holy Name. 


In this year of our Lord, 1957, the blessed year 
of our Diamond Jubilee, we find St. Anthony still 
true to the charitable purposes and high ideals of 
the founders and the first Sisters. Now as then, 
St. Anthony strives to live up to the expectation of 
the community it serves, to shelter and help the 
sick and the poor irrespective of creed, color, or 
economic status. At this time, there are 18 Sisters, 
assisted by an excellent Medical Staff and 450 em- 
ployees. They work and pray together, they share 
their mutual joys and sorrows, they find happiness 
and satisfaction in their services, and together they 
look forward to the promise of our Blessed Lord: 
“Come, enter into the kingdom prepared for you 
from all eternity. For I was thirsty and you gave me 
to drink; hungry and you gave me to eat; naked and 
you clothed me; sick and you visited me. For as long 
as you did it to one of these, my least brethren, you 
did it unto me."

HAT physicians and surgeons privileged to 
practice in che hospital be organized as a defi- 
nite medical staft. Such organization has noth- 
ing to do with the question as to whether the 
hospital is open or closed, nor need it affect 

any approved existing type of medical staff organization. 
The word STAFF is here defined as the group of doc- 
tors who practice in the hospital inclusive of all groups, 
such as the active medical staff, the associate medical 
stalt, and the courtesy medical staff. 

THAT membership upon the medical staff be re- 
stricted to physicians & surgeons who are (a) graduates of 
medicine of approved medical schools, with the degree of 
Doctor of Medicine, in good standing, & legally licensed 
to practice in their respective states or provinces; (b) 
competent in their respective fields; and (c) worthy in char- 
acter and in matters of professional ethics; that in this 
latter connection the practice of the division of fees, under 
any guise whatsoever, be prohibited. 

THAT the medical staff initiate and, with the ap- 
proval of the governing board of the hospital, adopt rules, 
regulations, and policies governing the professional work 
of the hospital; chat these rules, regulations, and policies 


specifically provide(a) that medical staff meetings be held 


at regular intervals; (b) that the medical staff review and 
analyze at least once each month the clinical experience 
in the various departments of the hospital, such as med- 
icine, surgery, obstetrics, and the other specialties; the 
medical records of patients, free and pay, to be the basis 
for such review and analysis. 

THAT accurate and complete medical records be 
written for all patients and filed in an accessible manner 
in the hospital, a complete medical record being one 
which includes identification data; complaint; personal 
and family history; history of present illness; physical 
examination; special examinations, such as consultations, 
clinical laboratory, x-ray, and other examinations; pro- 
visional or working diagnosis; medical or surgical treat- 
ment; gross and microscopical pathological findings; 
progress notes; final diagnosis; condition on discharge; 
follow-up; and, in case of death, autopsy findings. 

THAT diagnostic and therapeutic facilities under 
competent medical supervision be available for the study, 
diagnosis, and treatment of patients, these to include at 
least (a)a clinical laboratory providing chemical, bacter- 
iological, serological, and pathological services; (b) an 
x-ray department providing radiographic and fluoro- 
scopic services.

Turning the pages of Terre Haute history back to 
the beginning of St. Anthony Hospital, it becomes 
clearly evident that the hospital came into being as 
a *dream come true" for the physicians of this area. 
No wonder then, that with pride and personal satis- 
faction these same physicians became the hospital's 
most loyal and devoted friends, taking upon them- 
selves a lion's share of responsibility for the ex- 
cellence of its organization and service to its patients. 
Under the physicians! guidance and with their co- 
operation, most complete records were kept, show- 
ing diagnosis, treatment and results. Year after year, 
the annual reports, dating back to 1898, contain the 
joyous proclamation that more and more patients 
were being admitted and successfully treated by in- 
creasing numbers of well qualified physicians and 
Sister Nurses and with a special note of pride these 
reports state that fewer patients had died. 


The 1909 report which includes a description of 
the new wing, placing St. Anthony's as one of the 
most magnificent and up-to-date hospitals in the 
State of Indiana, had this concluding statement: 
"The Sisters herewith wish to extend their grateful 
and sincere thanks to the staff of physicians and 
surgeons who voluntarily wait on the sick and poor 
of this institution. Their skill and treatment, their 
vigilance at any time, and their response to every 
duty have reduced the death rate proportionately 
almost to a minimum." A note of gratitude to staff 
and friends for assistance in obtaining their objective 
in their life of *charity and aid to the sick" is found 
in every annual report. 


St. Anthony was the fourth hospital established 
in the United States by the Community of the Poor 
Sisters of St. Francis. The Sisters are trained nurses 
who, by education, experience and devotion to their 
mission assure to those committed to their charge the 
best results that skill and care can secure. 


As early as 1898 these annual reports speak of 
*a medical and surgical staff, selected from the lead- 
ing physicians of the city, who exercise general 
supervision over the institution, and have charge of 
all patients occupying beds in the public wards." 


From a report dated 1884 we learn that physicians 
in groups of three took care of all hospital work for 
periods of three months each. By 1885 the hospital 
work was classified as Medical Department and Surgi- 
cal Department, and soon we find a Department of 
Gynecology and of Ophthalmology listed. 


Newspaper recordings preserved from those early 


years speak of Educational Meetings where interest- 
ing case studies were read and discussed such as a 
suspected pregnancy which turned out to be a *cystic 
ovarian tumor weighing 43 lbs," “Cirrhosis of the 
liver," *Marasmus," “Obstipation,” “Extra abdominal 
sinus," etc. Amazing and interesting are the termi- 
nology and diagnosis of those pioneer hospital days, 
and equally interesting are some of the intricate 
and/or crude instruments. А display is presented in 
the exhibit case in the hospital lobby, of cherished 
possessions and heirlooms of some of our physicians. 
On display also is the first record book, showing 
proudly the first admissions and diagnosis, written in 
the fine penmanship of the first Sister Superior, 
Sister M. Raphaela. 


À cheerful note in this story of human ailments 
is the price of hospital services as listed in these old 
chronicles. Of course, they may have seemed high 
then — but just listen — and laugh: 


1898 Private Rooms ................ $ 8 to $15 per week 
Wards = to $ 5 per week 
1904 Private Rooms to $25 per week 
Wards to $ 7 per week 
1914 Private Rooms to $25 per week 


Wards to $ 7 per week 


O.R. charges were $2 to $5 up to 1914 when $5 to 
$7 was charged. 


Statistics can һе very dull and boring, but when 
woven into a pattern of growth and development 


those figures can be made to speak more clearly than 
words. 


In the first decade the patient load increased from 
39 in 1882 to 467 in 1902. 


In 1903 the 1000 mark of admissions was reached. 


In 1910 the number was 1650, reaching 2128 in 
1916. 


The climax of 2500 was reached in 1920; from 
there until 1935 the number of admissions declined 
but remained between 2100 and 2500. 


A steady climb is noticed since, jumping from 
2720 in 1935 to 3000 in 1937, to 3581 in 1940, to 5133 
in 1946, to 6261 in 1949, to 7047 in 1954. 


And if admissions continue as in the first six 
months of the current year, the 9000 mark in admis- 
sions will be reached before the end of this Jubilee 
year.

If World War I proved anything, it certainly proved 
without a doubt that more nurses, and more well- 
prepared nurses were needed and more over that they 
would be needed in ever increasing numbers. 


The administration, together with the Medical Staff, 
encouraged by recent progress and the availability 
of excellent teaching facilities, took up the challenge 
and established St. Anthony School of Nursing in 
1918. It’s first Director, Miss Anderson, was followed 
by Sr. M. Rubina. The first students lived in nearby 
residences. Ав soon as the hospital had outgrown the 
need for St. Agnes’ Hall as patients’ quarters, this 
hall was converted into a Students’ residence, includ- 
ing class rooms, reception room, recreation rooms, 
library and offices. The residence has 60 private rooms, 
two double rooms, all cosily furnished, and a 2-hed 
infirmary. 


Residence facilities have not kept pace with the 
growth of the hospital; consequently, classes are of 
necessity kept small. With current trends in nursing 
education regarding hospital schools, the erection of 
a larger residence would not be feasible even if funds 
were available. Since a larger enrollment is desirable, 
it may become necessary to let some students live at 
home. So does history repeat itself. 


Тһе School of Nursing offers a three year diploma 
program which has uninterruptedly merited State ap- 
proval and State Accreditation. Since 1956 the pro- 
gram has in addition received National Accreditation. 
Courses in all clinical areas are integrated so that 
students receive theory and practical experience con- 
currently while assigned to the respective clinical 
departments. Trials and difficulties have not been 
wanting, but with the assistance of an understanding 
administration and Advisory Committee, the support 
of the Medical Staff, the loyalty and cooperation of 
faculty and students, each difficulty has been accepted 
as a challenge to greater achievement. 


OUR ALUMNAE ASSOCIATION 


In 1921, the first class was graduated from St. 
Anthony School of Nursing. Of this class of seven 
students, all are still living and four are still actively 
engaged in some phase of nursing. One of them, Miss 
Margaret O'Rourke, who, during her early career so 
courageously conquered severe health problems, has 
served the greater part of her nursing career in 
various leading positions right here at St. Anthony's 
and is at this time our full-time director of Student 
and Personnel Health. 


In 1921 The St. Anthony Alumnae Association was 
organized under the direction of Sr. M. Rubina. As 
“mighty oaks from little acorns grow" — so has the 
Association grown and spread its branches far and 
wide across the U. S. Continent and far beyond. The 
school has graduated over 650 professional nurses. 


'The Diamond Jubilee of their home hospital was 
a welcome occasion for a homecoming. They came 
from everywhere, some 200 strong, and really enjoyed 
a well-planned threeday weekend celebration June 
14-16, beginning with a dance and crowning of the 
Jubilee Queen at the Terre Haute Country Club 
which was packed to capacity, and ending with High 
Mass on Sunday morning followed by brunch in the 
auditorium, courtesy of the Sisters, and conducted 
tours through the hospital. The banquet at the Dem- 
ing Hotel Saturday evening was a combination of 
homecoming and induction of the Class of 1957. Тһе 
Deming Ballroom almost overflowed — those who 
attended spent many happy hours — those who could 
not attend missed a most delightful evening and the 
indescribable joy of meeting old friends. The enter- 
tainment committee had prepared a skit presenting 
the evolution of St. Anthony Hospital, the first 
surgical operation, and the development of the stu- 
dent uniform, featuring the modest long skirt, the 
black shoes and stockings, the petticoat inspection, 
the various caps, the striped and the pink uniform 
with white bib apron, in fact every change up to the 
all-white uniform with emblem, and finally the gradu- 
ate complete with the school cape. 


One of the high lights at the brunch Sunday morn- 
ing was the presentation by Mrs. Mary Jane Jones, 
outgoing president, of a $100.00 check as a nucleus 
for a Student Loan Fund. Sister M. Delphina, Director 
of Nursing, responded with a short impromptu speech 
saying that the school is justly proud of its Alumnae 
and happy indeed over the unexpectedly numerous 
response to this Homecoming. Additions to the fund 
may be sent at any time to the Alumnae-Student Loan 
Fund, St. Anthony School of Nursing. The excellence 
of a school is best proved by its product, the excellent 
nurse. Тһе over 100 members present were urged to 
keep informed about present trends in Nursing Edu- 
cation, for it is the best informed person who can 
contribute most to the excellence of her profession. 


The conducted tours through the hospital were 
deeply appreciated, and many alumnae went back 
with a renewed love and admiration for their Alma 
Mater.
